Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

1959  has  been  a year  of  steady  effort  to  establish  Positive 
Health  in  the  community.  This  is  being  achieved  with  the 
improvement  in  the  Mental  Health  Services,  which  will  bring 
Hospitals  and  General  Practitioners  into  closer  touch  with  the 
Local  Authorities. 

Closely  related  with  the  mental  well  being  of  the  aged 
is  the  provision  of  Wardens  Units  and  Bungalows  for  the  aged. 
These,  where  established,  have  been  much  appreciated  by  those 
successful  to  get  admission,  but  due  to  many  difficulties  the 
demand  still  far  exceeds  the  accommodation.  It  will  be  several 
years  before  this  scheme  will  be  running  smoothly. 

Local  Health  Authorities  can  now  develop  Chiropody 
Schemes.  The  working  of  these  have  been  extremely 
complicated  as  the  service  was  previously  worked  by  many 
different  Voluntary  bodies,  who  gave  valuable  service  in  the  past. 
Another  difficulty  is  the  shortage  of  trained  Chiropodists  but  the 
scheme  has  started  in  your  area  and  the  results  will  have  to  be 
reviewed  from  time  to  time  to  make  the  administration  as  satis- 
factory as  possible. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  no  cases  of  Poliomyelitis 
occurred  in  Dearne  during  1959.  These  figures  show  some 
justification  that  vaccination  may  be  considered  as  giving 
favourable  results.  Definite  proof  cannot  be  given  until  further 
figures  and  research  are  considered.  Meantime,  our  efforts 
should  go  on  to  continue  the  campaign  for  immunising  against 
Poliomyelitis  and  at  the  same  time  one’s  mind  should  not  be 
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taken  off  other  diseases  which  can  be  as  deadly  and  crippling. 
Diphtheria  which  had  practically  been  stamped  out  in  this 
country  a few  years  ago,  is  beginning  to  crop  up  again  and 
shows  that  our  efforts  should  never  relax.  The  percentage  of 
School  Children  in  this  Division  who  have  been  immunised 
against  Diphtheria  is  about  82%  and  parents  would  do  well 
to  maintain  this  interest  and  satisfactory  co-operation  in  the 
years  that  lie  ahead. 


Correlation  Meetings  are  held  at  3 monthly  intervals  at 
this  office,  so  that  families  who  have  difficulty  in  maintaining 
a favourable  standard  of  life,  due  to  ill  health,  financial 
difficulties  or  inability  to  manage  their  affairs,  can  have  their 
circumstances  reviewed. 


Ante-Natal  Supervision  is  still  carried  out  by  Dr.  J.  C. 
MacWilliam  who  is  also  on  the  Hospital  Staff,  giving  good 
liaison  between  the  General  Practitioner,  Hospital  and  Local 
Authority. 

In  conclusion,  I would  express  my  thanks  to  Mr.  Allemby 
and  to  the  Divisional  Clerk,  Mr.  Goddard  and  his  staff,  for 
their  loyal  help  and  co-operation. 

As  Dr.  }.  A.  W.  Reid  has  now  left  this  Division  on  his 
appointment  to  Cornwall,  I submit  this  report  to  you  as  your 
Deputy  Medical  Officer.

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  report  covering  the  year 
1959  dealing  with  the  work  of  your  Public  Health  Inspectors. 
This  is  the  22nd  Annual  Report  of  the  Dearne  Urban  Area,  a 
period  in  which  many  improvements  in  conditions  affecting  the 
health  of  the  public  have  been  recorded.  During  the  year  under 
review  improvement  in  housing  conditions  and  the  detection  and 
abatement  of  nuisances  has  occupied  the  major  part  of  our  time. 
The  Rent  Act  of  1957  which  operated  from  the  6th  July,  1957 
continued  in  force  throughout  the  year  although  the  number 
of  applications  for  certificates  of  disrepair  fell.  A prime  object 
of  this  Act  is  to  enable  rented  houses  to  be  put  and  “kept”  in 
repair. 


Inspection  of  houses  forming  the  subject  of  owners’ 
applications  to  the  Council  for  grants  to  provide  additional 
amenities  has  been  a duty  of  your  inspectors.  During  the  year 
(January  1959)  further  legislation  operated  in  the  form  of  the 
House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act  1959  whereby  a system  of 
grant  was  introduced  to  give  assistance  to  house  owners  to 
enable  them  to  provide  “standard  amenities.”  Unlike  the 
system  of  “discretionary  grant"  set  out  in  the  Housing  Act, 
1949,  amended  by  the  Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Act,  1954, 
the  more  recent  legislation  has  to  be  enforced  by  all  Local 
Authorities. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  improvements  effected  in 
existing  houses  within  the  Dearne  under  the  foregoing  have 
been  as  a result  of  applications  from  owner/occupiers.  It 
appears  that  the  larger  property  owner  has  not  considered  it 
profitable  to  take  advantage  of  the  scheme. 

Measurement  of  the  pollution  of  the  district’s  atmosphere 
has  emphasised  a fact  that  serious  contamination  continues  with 
the  greatest  contributor  to  this  nuisance  being  the  domestic  fire. 

While  it  is  difficult  to  estimate  with  accuracy  the  ill-health 
caused  by  seriously  polluted  air,  fairly  reliable  evidence  is 
available  showing  the  damage  done  to  property,  paintwork, 
metalwork,  fabrics  and  vegetation,  sufficient  to  prove  that  there 
is  a need  for  prompt  action  to  reduce  the  smoke  pall  in  our  area. 
An  arrangement  whereby  the  mineworker  will  be  fully 
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compensated  for  giving  up  his  allowance  of  cheap  concessionary 
coal  should  go  a long  way  to  assisting  your  Public  Health 
Inspectors  to  implement  the  Clean  Air  Act  to  the  full. 

The  district  has  been  supplied  with  a fairly  plentiful 
supply  of  water  although  from  time  to  time  instances  have 
occurred  of  separate  blocks  of  property  suffering  a reduction  in 
supply.  With  the  co-operation  of  the  water  suppliers  it  has 
been  possible  for  the  owners  usually  to  obtain  an  improved 
service  at  a fairly  nominal  cost. 

The  inspection  of  food  in  shops,  markets,  slaughter- 
houses etc.  was  regarded  as  of  prime  importance  in  your  Public 
Health  Inspectors’  work  throughout  the  year.  There  is  much 
to  be  done  under  the  provisions  of  the  Slaughterhouse  Act  and 
the  Slaughterhouses  (Hygiene)  Regulations  of  1958  insofar  as 
the  better  construction,  layout,  and  equipment  of  existing 
slaughterhouse  premises.  “Food  Hygiene  Codes  of  Practice” 
dealing  with  “Hygiene  in  the  Retail  Meat  Trade’’  and  “The 
Hygienic  Transport  and  Handling  of  Meat’’  were  issued  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health  and  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and 
Food  on  17th  November,  1959,  and  while  not  having  the  force 
of  law  they  must  be  regarded  by  the  trade  as  a useful  guide  in 
the  interpretation  of  operative  legislation. 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  waste  from  all  premises 
within  the  area  has  been  effected  without  nuisance.  The  year 
1959  was  outstanding  for  an  exceptionally  long  summer,  rainfall 
being  exceptionally  low,  consequently  the  work  of  public  cleans- 
ing continued  without  appreciable  disturbance  from  the  weather. 

I wish  to  record  my  thanks  to  the  District  Public  Health 
Inspectors  for  another  year  of  loyal  service.  The  co-operation 
of  members  of  the  staff  of  other  Departments  of  the  Council 
is  required  often  in  the  carrying  out  of  our  duties  in  connection 
with  the  health  of  the  Public  and  this  has  been  readily  available. 

My  appreciation  is  due  to  you,  the  Chairman  and 
members  of  the  Council,  for  your  assistance  and  support  in  our 
year’s  work.

(b)  Physical  and  Social  Conditions 

The  Dearne  Urban  District  comprising  the  villages  of 
Bolton-upon-Dearne,  Goldthorpe  and  Thurnscoe,  with  a small 
portion  of  the  Parish  of  Barnburgh  was  formed  in  1937.  The 
main  industry  of  the  area  is  deep  seam  coal  mining. 

There  was  a further  increase  of  160  in  the  Registrar 
General’s  estimate  of  the  mid-year  population.  The  number 
of  inhabited  houses  at  the  31st  December,  1959,  showed  an 
increase  of  5 over  the  number  at  the  31st  December,  1958. 

The  rateable  value  of  the  district  increased  over  the  past 
year  by  over  £26,700  to  £199,696.  The  net  product  of  a Id. 
rate  also  showed  an  increase  of  £112. 

The  figures  for  population,  inhabited  houses,  rateable 
value  and  penny  rate  are  the  highest  ever  recorded. 

The  amount  of  rainfall  during  the  year  was  the  lowest 
ever  recorded,  rain  falling  on  the  least  number  of  days  on  record.

(4)  PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

(Referring  to  year  April  1959  to  March  1960) 

A weekly  collection  of  refuse  from  all  premises  in  the 
area  was  maintained  only  by  the  employment  of  additional 
labour  during  the  winter  months.  The  extra  labour  was 
necessitated  by  the  fact  that  for  several  weeks  one  quarter  of 
the  working  force  was  absent  due  to  sickness. 

Four  petrol  driven  Karrier  Bantam  lorries  and  two  diesel 
Karrier  Bantam  vehicles  were  available  as  transport.  Four 
lorries  were  in  full-time  use  all  the  year  and  from  November  a 
fifth  lorry  was  employed  collecting  paper  and  cardboard  from 
shops  and  also  working  a small  refuse  round.  The  remaining 
vehicle  is  in  reserve  as  a spare. 

Protective  clothing  was  issued  to  each  man,  the  full  issue 
consisting  of  a donkey  jacket,  overalls,  gloves  and  rubber  boots. 

The  sickness  rate  amongst  the  workmen  was  fairly  low 
for  the  first  six  months  of  the  year,  but  during  the  second  half- 
year  much  working  time  was  lost.

I regret  once  again  that  the  amount  of  time  lost  by 
workmen  was  so  extensive  ; actually  one-fifth  of  our  cleansing 
staff  or  4 men  were  absent  from  duty  on  each  working  day  of 
the  year.  In  certain  cases  is  was  necessary  for  me  to  refer 
workmen  to  the  Council’s  Medical  Officer  for  Medical  examin- 
ation. 

The  holiday  ballot  scheme  introduced  during  the  summer 
whereby  the  workmen  ballotted  for  their  holiday  weeks  ensured 
that  no  more  than  3 men  were  on  holiday  each  week.  Although 
originally  the  scheme  met  with  some  opposition  it  has  proved 
its  worth.  The  disturbance  of  refuse  collection  experienced 
in  previous  years  when  many  workmen  took  their  holidays  during 
popular  local  periods  was  not  experienced  in  1959.

Average  Estimated  Yield  of  Refuse  from  each  house. 

Test  weighings  of  lorry  loads  of  refuse  on  various 
occasions  during  the  year  showed  that  the  average  weight  per 
load  was  1 | tons,  a drop  of  £ ton  on  previous  years’  test  loads. 
This  is  probably  a fair  estimate  so  far  as  tonnage  removed  is 
concerned  as  the  number  of  loads  collected  was  by  far  the 
greatest  ever  removed,  exceeding  6,000  loads  for  the  first  time. 
The  district’s  refuse  has  altered  somewhat  in  that  it  is  more 
bulky — paper,  cardboard  etc.  has  increased. 

The  weight  of  refuse  removed  from  each  house  during 
1959  was — at  Thurnscoe  1 ton  9-0  cwts.  (year  1958  1 ton  10 
cwts.)  and  the  old  Bolton-on-Dearne  area  1 ton  7-0  cwts.  (year 
1958  1 ton  7-37  cwts.) 

Labour — Staff  Employed 

In  general  the  staff  employed  on  the  collection  of  refuse 
for  the  greater  part  of  the  year  was  21  men  (four  lorry  drivers 
and  17  labourers.)  However  due  to  absence  from  sickness  etc. 
a total  of  25  workmen  had  to  be  employed  to  maintain  the 
regular  force  of  21  men.  From  November  3rd  more  men  were 
engaged  to  form  a small  additional  gang  to  collect  shop  refuse 
etc.  as  detailed  earlier.  Trade  refuse  is  increasing  in  amount 
from  most  premises  within  the  Dearne. 

One  man  was  employed  as  a bulldozer  driver,  engaged  in 
the  disposal  of  refuse.  Up  to  September  much  of  his  time  was 
also  devoted  to  the  soiling  and  levelling  of  the  area  adjoining 
the  present  tip  to  form  yet  another  sports  field.  This  ’re- 
claimed” area  should  prove  a valuable  asset  to  the  residents  in 
the  Bolton-on-Dearne  district. 

The  rodent  operator  spent  a small  part  of  his  time 
assisting  in  public  cleansing  work  when  not  busy  on  rats  and 
mice  destruction. 

A workman  from  the  cleansing  staff  has  the  regular  job 
of  cleansing  the  district's  public  lavatories. 

The  departmental  foreman  supervised  the  work  of  refuse 
collection  and  disposal,  carried  out  disinfection  and  disinfestation 
work,  and  cleansed  blocked  drains  where  the  owners  have  agreed 
to  participate  in  the  Council’s  scheme  to  liberate  such  blockages 
on  payment  of  a small  charge. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION 

The  average  number  of  premises  on  our  weekly  collection 
list  for  the  past  year  was  8,017  for  the  district  of  Dearne  ( 1958 
total  8,010)  comprising  4,657  at  Bolton-on-Dearne  and 
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Goldthorpe  3,320  at  Thurnscoe,  and  40  at  Barnburgh.  The 
numbers  of  receptacles  were  4,715  at  Bolton-on-Dearne  and 
Goldthorpe,  3,430  at  Thurnscoe  and  Barnburgh  (Green  Lane) 
40,  making  at  total  of  8,185  receptacles  (the  figure  for  1958  was 
8,158.) 

Trade  Refuse 

Eighteen  premises  were  on  the  list  for  trade  refuse 
removal  and  a small  charge  was  made  for  the  service.  Clinker 
and  refuse  have  been  removed  regularly  from  all  schools  in  the 
district. 

Collection  Cost  per  House 

The  annual  cost  of  collecting  refuse  from  each  house  and 
conveying  it  to  the  disposal  site  was  £1  18s.  3d.,  last  year’s 
figure  being  £1  17s.  9d. 

The  cost  of  collecting  a bin,  emptying  and  conveying 
the  refuse  to  the  tip  was  approximately  9d. 

DISPOSAL 

All  refuse  collected  during  the  12  months  under  review 
was  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  at  the  disused  railway 
cutting,  Ingsfield  Lane,  Bolton-on-Dearne. 

The  old  brickworks  quarry  adjoining  the  tip  which  had 
been  filled  previously  with  town’s  refuse  was  finally  covered  and 
levelled  with  soil  by  September  with  the  aid  of  the  Department’s 
bulldozer  and  scraper.  In  this  way  another  25,000  tons  of 
refuse  had  been  made  use  of  in  forming  a further  recreation 
ground  in  the  district. 

The  purchase  of  the  bulldozer  in  1957  and  its  consequent 
use  in  the  disposal  of  the  district’s  refuse  has  reduced  materially, 
nuisance  at  our  refuse  disposal  sites.  Although  the  proportion 
of  combustible  waste  collected  continues  to  increase,  fire  risk 
has  been  lessened,  tips  are  now  so  consolidated  as  to  allow  our 
low  loading  vehicles  to  traverse  them  without  the  danger  of 
subsiding,  more  refuse  is  disposed  of  in  our  limited  tipping  space, 
and  the  resultant  tip  is  so  compact  as  to  render  it  much  less 
likely  a harbourage  for  vermin. 

In  my  report  for  1958  flooding  of  the  Ingsfield  Lane 
disposal  site  was  mentioned,  the  "flow-off”  from  this  area 
following  the  course  of  the  railway  track  in  the  direction  of 
Wath.  At  that  time  proposals  were  in  hand  to  cater  for 
collection  and  filtration  of  waste  water  flowing  off  our  refuse 
tip  before  discharging  it  into  the  dyke.  This  work  had  not  been 
commenced  during  the  period  of  this  report.  However  no 
nuisance  was  created  on  our  tip  during  the  period  under  review, 
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also  no  appreciable  amount  of  water  flowed  from  the  site.  No 
heavy  rainstorms  were  experienced  , the  summer  being  long, 
dry  and  sunny.

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Observations — Public  Cleansing 

Since  1957  the  collection  of  waste  paper,  cardboard  etc. 
for  subsequent  salvage  and  sale  ceased.  Labour  and  other  costs 
made  our  scheme  uneconomical,  while  the  waste  paper  merchants 
could  accept  only  a proportion  of  the  material  we  baled.  All 
such  waste  is  of  necessity  collected  as  refuse  to  be  disposed  of 
at  our  tip.  The  effect  of  such  collection  is  to  make  the  refuse 
more  bulky,  consequently  the  total  number  of  loads  removed  in 
the  year  was  greatly  increased  although  test  weighings  proved 
the  weight  per  load  was  much  reduced. 

With  the  completion  of  the  larger  portion  of  the  Ingsfield 
Lane  Recreation  Ground  at  Bolton-on-Dearne  the  bulldozer 
should  be  available  for  use  on  other  sites.  The  purchase  of  a 
low-loader  trailer  would  enable  this  machine  to  be  transported 
to  other  parts  of  the  district  such  as  the  Marsh  Tip,  Goldthorpe 
and  the  Lidget  Wood  Tip,  Thurnscoe,  to  consolidate  previous 
tipping  and  enable  further  operations  to  be  carried  out.  A sum 
of  money  has  been  set  aside  in  the  Annual  Estimate  to  assist 
in  buying  such  a trailer. 

The  disposal  of  refuse  in  the  disused  railway  cutting  off 
Ingsfield  Lane  was  efficiently  dealt  with  by  the  bulldozer 
throughout  the  year.  16,000  loads  of  refuse  have  now  been 
deposited  in  the  cutting  during  the  three  years  tipping  operations, 
a weight  of  more  than  30,000  tons. 

It  is  gratifying  to  know  while  waste  material  must  in  any 
event  be  collected,  its  disposal  can  result  in  many  acres  of 
playing  fields  being  available  at  places  such  as  the  Dearneside 
School,  Goldthorpe,  at  Highgate  Lane,  Bolton  and  now  at 
Ingsfield  Lane,  Bolton. 

The  economy  in  replacing  worn-out  petrol-driven  refuse 
collecting  vehicles  with  a diesel  driven  type  has  been  consider- 
able and  I hope  that  in  the  next  3 or  4 years  the  whole  fleet  of 
public  cleansing  vehicles  will  be  powered  by  diesel  engines. 
While  there  has  been  some  criticism  of  such  vehicles  on  account 
of  the  “smoke”  they  may  discharge  into  the  air  it  has  been  my 
experience  with  our  diesels  that  so  long  as  they  were  properly 
maintained  and  used  any  smoke  nuisance  did  not  arise. 

(5)  CONTROL  OF  PESTS  ACT,  1949 

RATS  AND  MICE  DESTRUCTION 

40  treatments  were  carried  out  against  rats  and  mice 
infestation  on  land  and  property  in  the  district. 
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The  poisons  used  following  pre-baiting  were  Zinc 
Phosphide,  Arsenic  and  Antu.  In  30  of  the  treatments, 
Warfarin  was  used  as  a direct  poison  bait. 

503  poison  baits  were  laid  and  there  were  347  bodies 
recovered  (rats  341,  mice  6)  when  revisits  were  made  after 
poisoning.  Bodies  of  rodents  found  after  treatment  of  premises 
can  be  taken  as  representing  only  a fraction  of  the  number 
actually  killed.

MIDWIFERY  r Section  23 

A staff  of  7 District  Midwives  is  employed  by  the  County 
Council  in  the  Dearne  Urban  District.  3 midwives  serve  the 
Thurnscoe  Area  and  3 the  Bolton-on-Dearne  and  Goldthorpe 
Areas,  the  7th  midwife  being  employed  to  provide  relief  for 
off-duty  periods.  All  are  authorized  to  use  private  cars  in  the 
course  of  their  official  duties. 

Of  the  514  confinements  which  took  place  in  the  Urban 
District  during  the  year,  378  were  attended  by  District  Midwives 
at  the  homes  of  the  patients.  Only  27%  of  all  confinements 
in  your  area  took  place  in  hospital.  General  Practitioners  were 
present  at  61  of  the  Domiciliary  confinements.

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Of  the  378  mothers  confined  at  home,  293  (representing 
77%  of  total)  received  Gas  and  Air  Analgesia  and  in  186  of 
these  cases.  Pethidine  Hydrochloride  was  administered  in 
conjunction  with  Gas  and  Air  Analgesia.

323  children,  between  the  ages  of  1 and  4 years,  were 
vaccinated  against  Whooping  Cough.  The  number  of  notified 
cases  of  this  disease  was  13,  as  in  1958. 


Vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis 

By  the  end  of  1959,  the  scheme  for  Vaccination  against 
Poliomyelitis  first  introduced  in  1956,  had  been  extended  to 
include  a full  course  of  three  injections  for  all  persons  born  on 
or  after  1st  January  1933,  all  expectant  mothers  and  certain 
priority  groups  . 

By  the  3hst  December,  5,221  children  in  the  Urban 
District  had  been  given  two  injections  and  of  these  3,826  had 
completed  the  full  course  of  three  injections. 

To  provide  an  opportunity  for  persons  in  the  Young 
Adult  Age  Group  (15 — 26  years)  to  attend  for  vaccination,  the 
County  Council  approved  a scheme  authorising  a programme  of 
Evening  Sessions.  The  response  was  very  poor  until  May  and 
June,  when  hundreds  of  young  people  attended  at  the  various 
Centres  for  vaccination. 

Arrangements  were  also  made  by  the  National  Coal 
Board  for  their  employees  to  be  vaccinated  by  the  Board’s  own 
Medical  Officers. 


AMBULANCE  SERVICE  - Section  27 

Mr.  F.  Hyde  is  the  Depot  Superintendent  of  the  Local 
Ambulance  Depot  at  “Dunford  House”  Wath-upon-Dearne. 
The  service  is  under  the  overall  control  of  the  County 
Ambulance  Officer. 
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The  staff  at  the  Depot  totals  25,  including  the  Depot 
Superintendent,  and  there  are  2 Clerk/Telephonists  who 
maintain  a 24  hour  service,  16  male  driver  attendants,  2 female 
driver  attendants  and  4 shift-leaders.  6 vehicles  are  available, 
including  one  sitting  case  car  and  a system  of  radio  control  is 
in  operation.  Vehicles  from  neighbouring  depots  are  utilised 
as  and  when  necessary,  either  to  reinforce  or  economise  in  the 
transport  of  patients.

1 . Nursing  Equipment  in  the  Home 

Each  District  Nurse  has  a small  supply  of  urine  bottles, 
bed  pans,  bed  rests,  air  rings  and  mackintosh  sheets,  for  issue 
to  her  patients  where  necessary  and  a Central  Pool  of  these 
items  is  also  available  at  Mexborough.  Larger  items  such  as 
beds,  dunlopillo  mattresses,  wheel  chairs,  fracture  boards, 
walking  aids,  spinal  carriages  etc.  can  be  obtained  where  such 
equipment  would  facilitate  the  nursing  of  patients  at  home  and 
increase  their  comfort.  In  all,  580  loans  of  all  these  items  of 
equipment  were  made  during  1959  to  patients  in  the  Divisional 
Area. 

2.  Hospital  After-Care 

Miss  D.  M.  E.  Goldthorpe,  a Health  Visitor  employed 
in  the  Dearne  Area,  attends  at  the  Montagu  Hospital, 
Mexborough  each  Wednesday  and  Friday  afternoon  for 
approximately  2 hours  to  liaise  with  the  medical  and  nursing 
staff  at  the  hospital,  regarding  the  care  and  after-care  of  in- 
patients. Background  reports  on  the  environmental  circum- 
stances of  patients  are  obtained  for  the  information  of  the 
medical  staff  and  advance  provision  can  then  be  made  for  such 
services  as  the  District  Nurse,  Domestic  Help  etc.  so  that 
the  maximum  benefit  is  obtained  from  hospital  treatment. 
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Similar  duties  are  performed  at  the  Fullerton  Hospital, 
Denaby  Main  by  Miss  A.  D.  Willoughby — a Health  Visitor 
employed  in  that  area. 

3.  Tuberculosis  After-Care 

Miss  A.  D.  Willoughby  also  acts  as  Liaison  Officer 
between  this  Department  and  the  Chest  Clinic,  which  is  at 
“Whateley  House"  Cemetery  Road,  Mexborough.  The 
Consultant  Chest  Physician  is  Dr.  F.  C.  N.  Holden.  Checks 
are  made  at  the  Clinic  on  the  attendances  of  contacts  of  known 
cases  of  Tuberculosis  and  where  any  particular  case  requires 
special  attention,  the  Health  Visitor  for  the  district  concerned 
is  notified  by  Miss  Willoughby. 

Under  a scheme  operated  by  the  County  Council,  active 
cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  who  are  being  nursed  at  home, 
can  be  provided  with  a free  issue  of  2 pints  of  milk  daily.  22 
patients  in  the  Dearne  Area  were  receiving  this  extra  nourish- 
ment grant  at  the  31st  December  1959. 

The  Doncaster  Tuberculosis  Care  Committee  continued 
its  devoted  work  of  providing  assistance  to  needy  cases  during 
1959.  On  the  recommendations  of  the  Health  Visitors  and 
Chest  Physician,  clothing  and  shoes  etc.  were  provided  where 
needed.  Most  of  the  income  of  the  Care  Committee  is  derived 
from  voluntary  subscriptions,  although  the  West  Riding  County 
Council  and  Doncaster  County  Borough  Council  provide  grants 
in  aid. 


DOMESTIC  HELP  SERVICE  - Section  29 

The  demand  for  the  Domestic  Help  Service  continued  to 
increase  over  the  past  year.  The  number  of  households  served 
during  1959  was  211,  compared  with  171  in  1958.  Similarly, 
there  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  hours  and  the  amount 
of  time  allocated  to  these  cases.  In  all  Home  Helps  worked 
28,560  hours  compared  with  24,076  hours  in  1958. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  following  table  that  the  majority 
of  patients  assisted  were  the  Chronic  Sick  and  the  bulk  of  this 
category  are  men  and  women  aged  65  and  over.

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MENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICE 

1959  saw  the  completion  of  the  new  purpose-built 
Training  Centre  for  mentally  handicapped  persons  at  Wath- 
upon-Dearne.  The  Centre  is  a one-storey  building  of  modern 
design  and  equipped  with  every  facility  for  the  training  of  the 
mentally  handicapped.  Children  from  the  areas  covered  by 
Division  26 — i.e.  Swinton,  Rawmarsh  and  Wath-upon-Dearne 
and  Division  30 — Conisbrough,  Dearne  and  Mexborough  are 
conveyed  to  the  Centre  on  school  days  in  hired  coaches.  School 
meals  are  provided  at  a cost  of  1 /-  per  day,  or  without  charge 
in  needy  cases. 

The  senior  girls  attending  the  Centre  are  instructed  in 
cookery,  laundry,  sewing,  mending,  darning  and  other  domestic 
duties  whilst  the  senior  boys  receive  tuition  in  woodwork, 
weaving,  stool  seating,  gardening  and  physical  training. 

Following  the  opening  of  the  Centre  on  the  3rd  June, 
1959,  an  outing  for  all  the  children  was  arranged  in  July  and 
they  were  conveyed  by  coach  to  Clumber  Park  in  Nottingham- 
shire. During  October  a Parent  Teachers  Association  was 
formed  and  35  parents  attended  the  first  meeting.  An  Open 
Day  was  held  on  the  12th  November  and  many  parents  and 
other  visitors  took  advantage  of  the  opportunity,  to  see  the 
Centre  and  an  exhibition  of  work  done  by  the  children. 

The  Mental  Health  Social  Worker — Mrs.  F.  H.  Redman 
—attends  the  Psychiatric  Out-Patients  Clinic  held  at  the  Beckett 
Hospital,  Barnsley,  and  this  liaison  with  these  Hospital  Clinics 
and  the  Consultant  Psychiatrist  has  made  it  possible  for  a 
greater  number  of  domiciliary  visits  to  be  made  to  patients  in 
their  own  home. 


The  Mental  Health  Social  Worker  maintains  close  co- 
operation with  the  Youth  Employment  Officer  and  this  has 
proved  an  excellent  arrangement.  With  the  improvement  of 
employment  in  the  district,  it  has  been  possible  to  place  more 
handicapped  children  and  during  1959,  2 trainees  at  the  Wath- 
upon-Dearne  Training  Centre  were  found  suitable  jobs.

43  children  of  all  ages  from  this  Division  were  admitted 
to  the  Centre  at  Wath-upon-Dearne — 18  from  the  Dearne  Area. 

SCHOOL  HEALTH  SERVICE 

The  work  of  the  School  Health  Service  in  this  Division 
has  been  carried  out  by  Dr.  Helen  Fullwood  and  myself.  The 
work  has  mainly  been  routine  medical  examination  of  school 
children  in  4 groups  and  also  recommending  children  who 
deviate  from  normal,  for  the  type  of  education  best  suited  to 
their  physical  and  mental  condition. 

Infestation  with  Vermin — There  is  still  room  for 
improvement  and  the  highest  number  of  cases  are  found  in  the 
weeks  following  School  Holidays.  Parents  should  make  more 
use  of  the  lotion  which  can  be  obtained  free  on  application  to 
Te  Clinic. 

Eye  Disease — This  has  been  a difficult  year  to  get  eye 
examinations  carried  out.  The  Ophthalmologist  had  to  retire 
on  account  of  ill-health  and  there  was  difficulty  in  finding  a 
lccum  due  to  the  National  shortage.  Many  cases  are  out- 
standing on  the  Waiting  List  and  others  have  been  obliged  to 
obtain  treatment  through  their  own  G.P.  and  Optician. 

E.N.T.  Cases — These  cases  are  referred  to  the  G.P.  and 
Consultant,  and  the  waiting  time  is  considerably  shorter  than  in 
previous  years.  This  may  be  due  to  the  fact  that  operative 
treatment  for  Tonsils  is  not  advised  as  freely  as  it  was  a few 
years  ago. 

Orthopaedic  cases  are  referred  to  their  G.P.  or  to  the 
Clinic  at  Doncaster  Royal  Infirmary  where  they  receive  Physio- 
therapy and  Supervision. 

Skin  Diseases — Incidence  is  less  than  in  previous  years, 
with  the  exception  of  Athletes  Foot,  which  has  sporadic 
outbreaks  in  the  swimming  season. 

Child  Guidance — Behaviour  problems  in  schools  are 
referred  by  Head  Teachers  and  go  forward  to  be  assessed  by 
the  Educational  Psychologist  and  Psychiatrist.  School  Medical 
Officers  have  the  opportunity  to  meet  the  Child  Guidance  Staff 
once  a month  and  this  liaison  is  very  helpful  in  the  investigation 
of  cases. 
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Speech  Defects — A Speech  Therapist  is  shared  with 
neighbouring  Divisions  and  children  who  attend  regularly  have 
greatly  benefited  from  this  service. 

County  Paediatric  Clinics  are  held  once  a month  at 
Mexborough  Child  Welfare  Centre.  Cases  found  at  School 
Inspections  are  referred  here  and  treatment  is  discussed  between 
the  Paediatrician,  School  Medical  Officer  and  Health  Visitor. 

One  of  the  most  important  aspects  of  the  work  of  the 
School  Medical  Officer  is  the  ascertainment  of  Handicapped 
Children.  Cerebral  Palsy  continues  to  be  the  main  cause  of 
physical  defect,  but  the  largest  group  is  the  E.S.N.  children. 

Other  duties  carried  out  are  : — 

Medical  Examination  of  children  employed  before 
leaving  school. 

Medical  Examination  of  College  Entrants. 

Lectures  and  films  to  School  Leavers  on  Smoking, 
although  these  lectures  are  well  received  by  the  School 
leavers,  the  attitude  to  smoking  remains  unchanged. 

The  care  of  the  Teeth  does  not  improve  and  about  three 
times  as  many  boys  do  not  clean  their  teeth  in 
comparison  with  the  girls  and  extractions  seem  to  be 
preferred  to  fillings  and  conservative  dentistry. 

(c)  HOSPITAL  SERVICES 

Local  Hospital  services  are  administered  by  the 
Rotherham  and  Mexborough  Hospital  Management  Committee 
and  the  Barnsley  Hospital  Management  Committee,  on  behalf 
of  the  Sheffield  Regional  Hospital  Board 

General  Hospital  Services  are  provided  by  the  Montagu 
Hospital,  Mexborough,  Moorgate  General  Hospital,  Rotherham 
and  the  Beckett  Hospital,  Barnsley. 

Cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  requiring  hospital  isolation 
are  usually  admitted  to  Kendray  Isolation  Hospital,  Barnsley 
and  exceptionally  to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  Doncaster. 

Maternity  Hospital  Services  are  available  at  the 
Montagu  Hospital,  Mexborough,  St.  Helen’s  Hospital,  Barnsley 
and  Moorgate  General  Hospital,  Rotherham.  During  1959, 
136  mothers  with  homes  in  the  Dearne  Urban  District  were 
confined  in  Hospitals  and  Maternity  Homes  in  the  area. 
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Venereal  Diseases  Clinics  are  held  at  the  Out-Patient 
Department,  Moorgate  General  Hospital,  Rotherham,  and 
sessions  are  as  follows  : —

HAIRDRESSERS  OR  BARBERS 

31  premises  are  registered  as  hairdressers  under  Section 
120  of  the  West  Riding  County  Council  (General  Powers)  Act, 
1951.  No  infringement  of  the  Byelaws  occurred  during  the 
year. 


PUBLIC  SWIMMING  BATH 

The  one  public  swimming  bath  is  owned  by  the  Council 
and  situated  at  Thurnscoe.  The  dimensions  are  60  feet  by  30 
feet,  the  depth  of  water  sloping  from  3 feet  to  6 feet  6 inches. 
The  bath  is  open  for  swimming  during  the  summer  season  only, 
the  water  used  for  filling  is  taken  from  the  Dearne  Valley 
Water  Board’s  main  supply.  The  method  of  water  treatment 
is  that  it  is  first  filtered,  then  aerated,  heated  and  finally 
chlorinated.  The  bath  contains  56,000  gallons  of  water  and 
2,000  gallons  of  “make-up  water  is  added  twice  weekly. 
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Four  samples  of  swimming  bath  water  were  submitted 
for  bacteriological  examination  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory. 
One  sample  was  unsatisfactory,  but  follow  up  samples  proved 
to  be  satisfactory. 


PUBLIC  WATER  SUPPLY 

Four  samples  of  mains  water  supply  were  taken  for 
analysis  and  in  each  case  they  proved  to  be  satisfactory. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

Enquiries  have  been  made  into  16  cases  of  infectious 
diseases  including  6 cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  6 cases  of  Gastro- 
Enteritis  and  one  case  each  of  Dysentery,  Food  Poisoning, 
Meningism  and  suspected  Poliomyelitis.  In  addition  70  faeces 
samples  were  collected  and  sent  for  examination  from  suspected 
Dysentery  cases. 

CLEARANCE  OF  CHOKED  DRAINS 

79  owners  have  given  general  instructions  to  the  Depart- 
ment to  deal  with  blockages  to  drains  and  water  closets  as  they 
come  to  notice. 

77  drains  were  cleansed  under  this  arrangement  at  a cost 
of  5s.  6d.  to  each  owner.  By  this  means  serious  nuisances  which 
ordinarily  would  take  some  days  to  effect  abatement  are  removed 
within  hours  of  my  Department  being  notified. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES 

A long  established  tripe  dresser  continued  to  operate  at 
Goldthorpe  without  causing  nuisance. 

The  maggot  “factory”  was  already  operating  in  the 
Harlington  area  at  the  time  that  district  was  included  in  the 
Dearne  (1937).  It  has  continued  in  business  since  that  time, 
one  which  is  prone  to  the  production  of  nuisance.  Regular 
inspections  have  been  made  of  the  premises  and  I am  pleased 
to  report  that  no  serious  trouble  arose  during  the  year.

The  cost  for  the  year  under  review  was  £77 2. 

In  any  system  of  efficient  collection  of  refuse  from 
domestic  premises  an  essential  item  is  a sound  receptacle  for 
temporary  storage  and  transport  to  the  collecting  vehicle. 
Throughout  the  Dearne,  as  a result  of  the  adoption  of  this 
scheme  of  bin  provision  a standard  type  of  dustbin  will  soon 
be  general.  There  is  no  need  to  detail  the  benefits  arising  from 
this  arrangement. 


SECTION  "D” 

HOUSING  IN  THE  AREA 

There  were  7,781  inhabited  houses  in  the  Urban  District 
at  the  end  of  1959. 

House  Erection 

During  the  year  12  new  houses  were  provided  by  private 
enterprise  ; no  new  Council  houses  were  built. 

House  Demolition 

Clearance  Areas — Section  42,  Housing  Act  1957 

The  Clearance  Order  made  by  the  Council  on  the  six 
houses  Nos.  40-50  Mexborough  Road,  Bolton-on-Dearne  was 
confirmed  by  the  Minister  in  January  and  the  tenants  were 
rehoused  by  June,  1959. 
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Section  16,  Housing  Act  1957 

The  tenant  of  32  High  Street,  Bolton-on-Dearne  was 
rehoused  in  November  and  the  house  demolished  in  December. 
(The  demolition  order  was  made  in  1958). 

Tents,  Vans  and  Sheds 

General  inspections  of  the  area  have  been  carried  out 
during  the  year  to  ensure  that  no  caravans  remain  uninspected. 
It  is  remarkable  how  many  vans  have  parked  on  unlicensed 
land  within  our  area,  often  under  conditions  far  from  satis- 
factory. At  the  year  end  there  was  no  permanently  parked 
occupied  caravan  within  the  Dearne. 

ACTION  UNDER  THE  HOUSING  ACTS 

Houses  not  in  all  respects  fit 

Under  the  Housing  Consolidated  Regulations,  1925,  and 
the  Housing  Consolidated  Amendment  Regulations,  1932,  45 
inspections  of  dwelling  houses  were  made  and  particulars 
recorded. 

During  the  year  79  houses  were  made  in  all  respects  fit. 

The  Rent  Act  1957 

The  staff  of  the  Department  have  continued  to  assist 
persons  desirous  of  obtaining  information  on  the  Act.  While 
applications  for  certificates  have  not  been  numerous  many  more 


ratepayers  have  taken  advantage  of  the  service.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 
FOOD  SUPPLY 


Meat,  Milk  and  Other  Foods 

Generally  speaking  the  quality  of  the  food  exposed  etc. 
for  sale  has  been  good.  Inspection  today  is  carried  out  with 
a view  to  the  quality,  soundness  and  cleanliness  although  quality 
is  not  enforceable  in  law,  whereas  soundness  and  cleanliness  of 
food  exposed  etc.  for  sale  are  of  prime  importance.  Much  of 
the  meat  sold  within  the  Dearne  is  produced  from  animals  killed 
and  dressed  in  our  four  private  slaughterhouses.  A fair 
proportion  of  this  is  of  very  high  quality  ‘butchered’  by  crafts- 
men. New  legislation  introduced  in  1959 — the  Slaughterhouses 
(Hygiene)  Regulations  1958  ; the  Slaughter  of  Animals 
(Prevention  of  Cruelty)  Regulations  1958  ; the  Slaughterhouses 
Reports  (Appointed  Day)  Order,  1959  and  the  Slaughterhouses 
(Reports)  Direction,  1959  require  a new  standard  of  premises 
and  hygienic  practice  in  our  Slaughterhouses.  With  this  in 
mind  and  the  need  for  the  submission  of  a special  Report  to  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  a survey  of  local 
premises  was  carried  out.  The  effect  of  the  foregoing  should 
be  seen  in  the  next  two  years. 


The  incidence  of  tuberculosis  amongst  cows  was  15%. 
No  milk  can  be  sold  in  the  Dearne  unless  it  is  pasteurised, 
sterilised  or  tuberculin  tested.  The  district  has  been  a “specified 
area"  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  since  the  10th  April,  1956. 


Food  Premises 

The  total  number  of  food  premises  within  the  Dearne 
is  236  made  up  as  follows:  Butchers  31,  General  Shops  100, 
Greengrocers  22,  Confectioners  9,  Fried  Fish  and  Chip  Shops 
21,  Bakeries  8,  Off  Licensed  Shops  10,  Public  Houses  13,  Clubs 
15,  Chemists  7.  (Food  Hawkers  are  mentioned  later  in  the 
Report). 

Of  the  foregoing  236  premises  97  are  registered  for  the 
sale  of  ice-cream  under  Sec.  16  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act 
1955,  3 are  registered  to  manufacture  ice-cream  and  4 to 
manufacture  iced  lollipops.  23  premises  are  registered  for  the 
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preparation  or  manufacture  of  sausages,  or  potted,  pressed, 
pickled  or  preserved  food  intended  for  sale  under  Sec.  16,  Food 
and  Drugs  Act  1955.  Four  premises  are  licensed  as  slaughter- 
houses. 

Inspection  of  Food  Premises 

954  visits  were  paid  to  food  premises  during  the  year, 
450  to  slaughterhouses,  and  504  to  other  food  premises.  While 
most  food  premises  comply  with  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations, 
instances  have  arisen  of  infringements.  Generally  a verbal  or 
informal  notice  effects  an  improvement  but  it  may  be  necessary 
to  adopt  other  measures  in  the  future.  It  must  be  noted  that 
ignorance  of  the  law  is  no  defence. 


Registration  of  Hawkers  of  Food  and  their  Premises. 

Section  76,  West  Riding  County  Council  (General  Powers) 
Act,  1951 

At  the  year  end  34  food  hawkers  were  registered  and 
also  19  food  storage  premises  used  by  hawkers.  The  types 
and  character  of  the  vehicles  vary  greatly,  many  being  second- 
hand vehicles  adapted  for  use  as  travelling  shops.  At  the  time 
of  their  conversion  to  this  purpose  no  serious  fault  can  be  found 
but  after  lengthy  use  their  general  structure  etc.  deteriorates. 

Public  Markets 

The  two  open  markets  within  your  area,  the  privately 
owned  one  at  Thurnscoe  and  the  Council’s  Goldthorpe  market, 
were  well  patronised  during  the  year.  “Open  foods"  were  often 
displayed  protected  by  so-called  screens,  hardly  satisfactory 
and  in  these  cases  stallholders  were  informed  of  their  obligations. 

Washing  facilities  at  Goldthorpe  in  the  public  lavatories 
continued  to  be  provided  by  the  Council,  but  such  facilities  are 
lacking  in  the  privately  owned  market  at  Thurnscoe,  although 
here  the  owner  has  constructed  six  “shop  stalls"  of  a permanent 
character  and  these  have  been  made  available  to  food  retailers. 
Each  of  these  premises  has  hot  and  cold  water  supply,  and 
fixed  wash  hand  basins.  With  the  letting  of  these  new  premises 
there  still  remain  some  vendors  of  food  occupying  stalls  where 
not  the  slightest  provision  is  made  for  the  simplest  hygienic 
practices.  While  the  responsibility  may  rest  on  the  shop  or 
stall  holder  it  is  considered  that  the  most  satisfactory  and 
permanent  facilities  could  be  catered  for  by  the  market  owner 
and  once  again  this  matter  has  been  taken  up  with  him.

The  disposal  of  food  found  to  be  unfit  for  sale  for  human 
food  has  been  either  by  burying  it  on  the  Council’s  controlled 
refuse  tip  or,  in  the  case  of  unfit  meat  and  offal,  sale  (by  the 
owner)  to  a local  Maggot  breeding  factory  or  knacker’s  yard. 
In  all  cases  very  stringent  precautions  are  taken  to  see  that  such 
food  is  properly  disposed  of. 


Slaughterhouses  and  Slaughtering 

27  licences  to  slaughter  or  stun  animals  were  issued  to 
slaughtermen  during  the  year.  In  all  cases  the  licences  specified 
that  the  type  of  instrument  to  be  used  be  a mechanically  operated 
instrument  in  proper  repair  and  the  period  of  the  licence  be  one 
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year.  Four  slaughtermen  were  restricted  to  the  killing  of  pigs 
only,  and  the  remainder  to  the  killing  of  cattle,  sheep  and  pigs. 
No  cases  have  come  to  notice  of  any  cruelty  to  animals — 
Slaughtering  in  the  local  slaughterhouses  has  been  carried  out  in 
a humane  manner. 


Slaughterhouses 

Four  licensed  private  slaughterhouses  have  been  used 
regularly,  these  being  fairly  old  buildings  which  have  been 
improved  somewhat,  most  of  them  having  limited  accommoda- 
tion. There  is  one  licensed  slaughterhouse  situated  in  each 
ward  of  the  district.  No  serious  nuisance  has  occurred  from 
the  use  of  the  premises. 

Legislation  issued  within  the  last  year  or  so  dealing  with 
Slaughterhouses  etc.  has  included:  — 

the  Slaughterhouses  Act,  1958  ; 

the  Slaughterhouses  (Hygiene)  Regulations  1958  ; 

the  Slaughter  of  Animals  (Prevention  of  Cruelty) 
Regulations  1958  ; 

the  Slaughterhouses  Reports  (Appointed  Day)  Order, 
1959  and 

the  Slaughterhouses  (Reports)  Direction. 

Its  effect  will  be  to  set  a higher  standard  of  hygienic 
“construction ”,  layout  and  equipment  of  premises,  to  improve 
personal  hygiene  and  conduct  of  the  trade,  to  revise  the  system 
of  licensing  and  make  better  provisions  for  preventing  cruelty 
to  animals. 


Meat  Inspection 

Your  inspectors  paid  450  visits  to  slaughterhouses  and 
inspected  the  carcases  and  offal  of  2,795  food  animals.  Details 
of  the  meat  and  offal  found  to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption 
and  the  percentage  of  the  incidence  of  disease  etc.  are  recorded 
elsewhere.  A system  of  meat  inspection  (Memo  3/Meat)  issued 
by  the  Ministry  of  Food  in  1952  has  been  adhered  to  rigidly. 
The  four  slaughterhouses  re-licensed  for  use  again  since  the  2nd 
July,  1954  have  been  constantly  used.  It  gives  me  some 
satisfaction  to  record  that  the  general  quality  of  the  meat 
produced  from  the  premises  has  been  good,  and  that  every 
animal  slaughtered  in  the  Dearne  has  been  inspected  prior  to 
the  meat  being  retailed.

The  few  industrial  chimneys  within  the  Dearne  emitted 
little  dark  smoke,  no  very  serious  offence  being  noted. 

At  various  times  throughout  the  period  under  review  you 
considered  proposals  put  before  you  concerning  the  need  for 
reduction  in  smoke  from  domestic  premises.  These  concerned 
the  making  of  Smoke  Control  Orders.  You  decided  that  such 
legislation  enforced  within  any  area  of  the  Dearne  would  affect 
seriously  the  supply  of  miners’  concessionary  coal  and  that  a 
national  agreement  should  be  arrived  at  before  accepting  the 
principle  of  such  Orders.  It  is  understood  that  many  other 
mining  areas  have  taken  up  a similar  stand.  There  should  be 
no  further  time  lost  in  effecting  a satisfactory  agreement  so  as 
to  allow  your  Public  Health  Inspectorate  to  administer  an  enact- 
ment which  can  do  no  other  than  to  improve  environmental 
conditions  immensely. 


Atmospheric  Deposit  Gauge 
Sewage  Works,  Bolton-on-Dearne 

Measuring  total  solids  deposited  in  tons  per  square  mile. 

This  gauge  is  placed  primarily  to  record  emissions  from 
the  coke  ovens  etc.  at  Manvers  Main,  Wath-on-Dearne, 
particularly  when  the  wind  is  from  the  south  west.

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The  summer  was  the  finest  within  living  memory  ; rainfall 
was  just  measursable  in  February  and  there  was  an  absolute 
drought  from  August  Mth  to  October  11th.  The  lightest 
rainfall  to  be  recorded  previously  in  one  year  was  in  1921  when 
15-62  inches  fell. 

When  little  rain  has  fallen  in  a month,  solids  deposited 
on  the  collecting  bowl  are  swilled  down  with  a known  quantity 
of  distilled  water  and  then  measured. 

The  area  of  our  district  is  6-075  square  miles,  therefore 
the  total  solids  deposited  from  the  atmosphere  during  the  year 
on  the  Dearne  amounted  to  1,185  tons.

Recording  milligrams  of  Sulphur  Dioxide  per  day 
collected  by  100  sq.  cms.  of  Lead  Peroxide.  A fifth  qauge 
was  put  into  operation  on  1st  February  at  46  Caernarvon 
Crescent,  Bolton-on-Dearne.

The  summer  period.  May  to  September,  shows  a marked 
reduction  in  sulphur  emissions  except  for  the  Sewage  Works 
gauge  which  remains  relatively  consistent  in  its  recordings. 

The  R.A.F.  Meteorological  Office  at  Finningley  provides 
hourly  records  of  wind  velocity  and  direction  which  are  used 
in  conjunction  with  the  atmospheric  pollution  readings. 

During  the  year  the  prevailing  wind  was  again  a South 
East  one,  the  average  wind  speed  being  Beaufort  Scale  3 (10 
m.p.h.)  with  a maximum  recording  of  Beaufort  Scale  8 (45 
m.p.h.)

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SECTION  “F” 


PREVENTION  AND  CONTROL  OVER 
INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES 

A total  of  486  notifications  of  infectious  diseases  were 
received  from  General  Practitioners  during  the  year  ended  31st 
December  1959.  This  compares  with  a total  of  469  notifications 
received  during  the  previous  year. 

The  majority  of  the  notifications  were  for  Measles, 
representing  a total  of  432  cases. 

Scarlet  Fever 

33  cases  were  notified,  20  cases  being  in  children  under 
School  Age.  It  was  necessary  to  admit  4 cases  to  Isolation 
Hospital.  There  was  a decrease  of  10  notifications  compared 
with  the  total  for  the  year  1958. 

Whooping  Cough 

Only  2 notifications  were  received,  compared  with  13 
in  1958  and  42  in  1957. 

Measles 

There  was  again  an  outbreak  of  Measles  in  the  district 
resulting  in  432  cases  being  notified.  This  followed  106  cases 
in  1958  and  700  in  1957.  Approximately  60%  of  the  notifi- 
cations related  to  children  under  School  Age.  It  was  necessary 
to  admit  2 children  to  Isolation  Hospital  but  there  were  no 
deaths  attributed  to  this  cause  during  the  year. 

Dysentery 

Following  the  outbreak  of  Dysentery  in  1958  when  241 
cases  were  confirmed,  only  4 cases  were  notified  in  1959  of  which 
3 were  confirmed. 

Pneumonia 

8 cases  of  Pneumonia  were  notified  of  which  4 were 
admitted  to  hospital  for  treatment.  The  deaths  of  3 males  and 
2 females  from  Pneumonia  were  recorded  during  1959  and  16 
males  died  of  Bronchitis. 

Erysipelas 

5 notifications  of  Erysipelas  were  received  in  respect  of 
persons  aged  45  and  over.

During  1959,  15  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  notified, 
14  of  which  were  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis.  The  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  incidence  rate  for  the  year  was  0-51  per  1,000  of 
the  estimated  population  which  compares  with  a rate  of  0-29 
for  1958. 

The  death  rate  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  also  rose 
in  1959  from  0-04  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population  in  1958 
to  0-15.  This  is  the  highest  recorded  death  rate  since  1954. 
It  will  be  noted  however  that  the  2 male  and  2 females  whose 
deaths  were  attributed  to  this  cause  were  all  over  the  age  of  66.
